There is some 
discontent pervading the country; but it 1s 
the discontent of Freedom and of Property 
There is no other tyranny than that of opin- 
ion and the press, which is often erroneous 
and cruel. Ifit does not cut one’s jugular, 
nor break one’s leg, it often destroys re- 
putation, and breaks up all the kindly affec- 
tions and socialities of our nature. The 
leading politicians sound the key note, and 
aii the little dogs and jacks bark and bray 
in unison. The Ns laud their patrons to 
the skies, and the outs denounce him to the 
lowe regions. All governments are expos- 
ed to errors and misrule. No President 
has ever escaped denunciation, and none 
can ever expect to. Although President 
Jackson may not come up to the standard of 
all his predecessors, yet the comparison is 
much more distant between him and the Ro- 
man Emperors. 

Our Government is essentially a govern- 
ment of opinion and of military force, and 
he who guides, or is guided by predomin- 


anee, than insalt Or aggreesion,— 
Civil dissention be cicatriced, not 
phiebotomised;—the latter, in politics, as 
well as in physic, shodld not be resorted to, 
but in cases of great hazard and extremity.

Tre Doctaine or “PRecEDFNTs.”— 
One of the strongest arguments of the United

Perhaps a little sound doctrine on this sub- 
ject from Mr. Clay, as he once was, may be 
acceptable to the advocates of the doctrine 
of “precedents.” In a speech celivered in 
Congress in 1819, Mr. Clay said— 

| “When gentiemen attempt to carry this 
measure upon the ground of acquiescence, 
or precedent, do they forget that they are 
not in Westminister Hall? In courts of jus- 
tice, the utility of uniform decision exacts 
of the judge a conformity to the adjudication 
of his predecessors. In the inter »retation 
and administration of a law, this practice is 
wise and proper: and without it, every 
thing depending upon the caprice of a judge, 
we should have no security for our dearest 
right. It is far otherwise when applied to 
the source of legi-lation. Here, NO 
‘RULE EXIsTS BUT THE CONSTI- 
TU PION; and to legislate upon the ground 
{merely that our predecessors thought them- 
selves authorized, under similar circum- 
stances, to legislate, is to sanction error and 
perpetuate usurpation. 

“This doctrine of precedents, applied to 
the legislature, appears to me to be fraught 
with the most mischievous consequences.— 
The great advantage of our system of go- 
verament overall others is that we have a 
Written constitution, defiaing its limits and 
prescribing authorities and that, however, 
for a time, faction may convu'se the nation,
